Reported Delay in Sailing of
Sommerstad Said to Be
Due to Presence of Essex

Off Delaware Capes.

Myutery surrounding the delay In the
sailing from this port of the Norweglan
steamahip Sommerstad, which cleared
A weak ago, has aroused much apeculos=
tlon In shipping eclircles, The vessel s
Heavily laden with conl and gonsral oar-
B0 usunlly reckoned as ship's supplies,

Aceording to her clearance papers, elin
I8 ostensibly sehedulod to sall for Cadis,
Spaln. The cnuse of delny was not ex-
plained by Captain Axelsen, master of
hlrfd\'eunl. or [t agent, William J, Grand=
oL,

Men supposed to know the port's busi-
ness thoroughly when asked for an ex-
planation merely shrugged thelr shoul-
ders and laconleally replied: “Isn’t the
Britlsh erulger IZssex lying off the Dela-
wire Cupes?

This remark s taken to indieate that
the vesssl's carge in contraband goods
and liahle to selzure, Some shipping
man said that the ultimate destinatien of
the goods might be the German crulzers
Dresden and Karlsruhe, now playing
havoe with Britlsh and French com-
moree in the Carlbbenn Hea.

It has been charged that these criilgers,
which have nover put into uny port
slnee war was declared for a renewanl of
thelr supplies, hitve been receiving car-
Eoes at sen which have been shipped
from this port. An Investigation into
theae charges develop a pouslbllity of
their truth, as four Norweglon steam-
ahipg have salled from this port within
the past few weeks corrving CArgocs
consisting of canned goods, anlt beef, salt
pork, bacon, ham, riee, sugar, cheese,
avcepted as ship's stores In
In addition to these
they carrled several thousand tens of bi-
tuminous conl

The first vessel to leave was the Nore
weglan stonmship Nepos, Captain Neil-
stn.  She salled on Auvgust 22 for Mon-
rovia, Libera and Teneriffe, for orders,
Her cargo was valued at §2,10.52 She
was followed on September 2 by the John
Ludwig Mowhinckle, with a similar car-
